A GREAT FARMING SCHEME. 

Ever since railway construction was com- 
menced in the Northwest the country has 
been lavoring under the dis dvantaye, that 
although vast amounts of capital had been 
invested in the Territories much the larger 
part of the whole had been sunk in specula- 
tions of a non-productive nature, the profits 
on which depended on the improvement of 
the country by the exertions of others than 
the speculators themsclves. Of course every 
dollar invested in this way is a hindrance 
instead of a help to progress. Even when 
the enterprises entered upoa were properl) 
of aproductive nature, such as the Beli 
farm and the large cattle ranches, the ele- 
ment of land speculation entered into thes 
60 largely as tu materially take from their 
value to the country. Sir Jotun Lester 
Kaye’s gigantic farming scbeme which is 
now being developed is of w totally different 
nature and the benelits certain to result to 
the whole country should it he finaacialls 
successful can scarcely be overestimated, 
Although the C. P. R. has been in operation 
across the plains ever sinee °’88, the vast 
stretch from Moose Jaw in the east to Cal- 
gary inthe westalong the line is to day 
almost us destitute of all agricultural§settiec 
ment as if was the year the road was first 
built, That this streten of 400 miles cf 
plain has remained unset led for so many 
years is taken hy travellers as evidences 
that it is unfitted for settle- 
ment and also that it must be 
as well suited for settlement as any other 
part of the Northwest or else the C. P. R. 
would not have built the line through it. 
The consequence is that in its unimproved 
condition it creates in the nunds of the 
thousands of through travellers over the C. 
P.R. line the impression that by far the 
greater part of the Nortiy west is totaliy un- 
fitted for settlement. The fact that this 
stretch of couitry has remained unsetiled is 
not Vue to infertility of the soil, The soil is 
almost uniformly wood, but the total lack of 
wood for purposes of building, fencing, (ring 
orshelter, and the scareity of good water on 
the surface as well as of hay notouly gives 
the region an uninviting Appearance but 
really places yreat dilficulties in the way ol 
settlement by any people without abundant
